Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, see pages 11-13, filed 1 1/17/2010, with respect to tine rejection in view of 
Hong (US 20030142749 A1) liave been fully considered and are persuasive. Tfie rejection of claims 1-5, 
1 0-1 6, 21 , and 22 has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1,2,5-13, and 1 6-22 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art cited fails to 
teach or suggest the specific methods of determining the minimum value of a search range for an 

adaptive motion vector, as recited in independent claims 1 , 6, 8, 1 2, 1 7, and 1 9. Claims 2, 5, 7, 9-1 1 , 1 3, 
16, 18, and 20-22 are dependent upon allowed claims 1, 6, 8, 12, 17, and 19, and therefore are also 
allowed.
